b. In his famous, “I’ve Been to the Mountaintop” Speech, the popular name of 
the last speech delivered by Martin Luther King Jr. on 3 April 1968 in 
Memphis - one day before his assassination - within it, he referred to The 
Parable of the Good Samaritan (Luke 10: 25-37), and in asked the important 
question, “And who is my neighbour?”. Dr. King said: 

c. “ - the first question that the Levite asked was, “If I stop to help this man, 
what will happen to me?” But then the Good Samaritan came by. And he 
reversed the question: “If I do not stop to help this man, what will happen to 
him? That’s the question before you tonight.” [courageous empathy]
